IRISH PREPARATORY COLLEGES’

The hearing of the action brought. by Dr. 
Henry V. McKeogh, Killaloe, against Dr. 
Patrick J. Holmes, of the same town, was 
concluded. The plaintiff claimed damages 
for alleged libel and malicious prosecution, 
and the defendant denied having libelled or 
maliciously prosecuted him, 

Mr. ban O'Connor, K.C. ; Mr. Dockrell, 
K.C., and Mr. J. P. Murnane (instructed by 
Mr. McCurtain) appeared for the plaintiff ; 
and Mr, Martin Maguire, K.C ; Mr. 
Geoghegan, K.C., ond “Ír. Reidy (instructed 
by Mr. Tynan) for the defendant. 

Mr. Geoghegan addressed the jury on 
behalf “f his client, and said that, it Dr. 
'McKeogh succeeded in getting a verdict, it 
would only the mat ty so far as Dr. 
Holmes was concerned, of further trouble, 
because of the disciplinar-- authority of the 
Medical Council. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that there was ro 

evidence before the Court regarding the 
power of the Medical Council. 
_ Mr. Geoghegan said that that was so, but 
it was known that the Medica) Council had 
power to deal with complaints, provided that 
they had an affidavit from a complainant. 
References had been made during the pro- 
were to matters that had nothing to do 
with the alleged libel, or the alleged malicious 
prosecution arising out of letter, or the 
trial, at which, on the advice of the judge, 
the sum of £200 had been handed back to 
Dr. Holmes. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he had sug- 
gested that course in the interests of peace 
and reconciliation between Dr. McKeogh and 
Dr. Holmes, and he thought that, if the step 
were taken, it would have ended the troubie 
between these medical men in Killaloe. 

Mr. Geoghegan—In regard to that Cor- 
sican vendetta in Killaloe, your lordship was 
too optimistic, and this libel action is a 
counterblast to the charge of blackmail 
against Dr. McKeogh. 

Counsel submitted that, in the charge of 
blackmail against Dr. McKeogh, the 
Attorney-General was the prosecutor, and not 
Dr. Holmes, who, in his letter to Mr. 
Moran in regard to the nurse, did not 
authorise the solicitor to divulge its contents, 
and even went to the extent of marking it 
confidential. 


CONTENTS OF LETTER. 
Mr. Dockrell, replying for the plaintiff, 


said that Dr. Holmes hated Dr. McKeogh ' 


as the devil hated holy water, and in 1926 
was writing very glibly about him. There 
should be no difficulty in finding that the 
contents of that letter were a libel. A very 
serious and false charge was made in it 
against Dr. McKeogh, who was alleged to 
have been incompetent in the treatment of 
puerperal cases, and for a statement like that 
privilege could not be claimed. — His only 
defence to it, upon his own admission, was 
that he did not think it was a libel because 
it was marked private. The object of the 
letter, however, in counsel’s opinion, was to 
wound, destroy and hurt Dr. McKeogh. Dr. 
Holmes had twisted and turned in every 
direction to get himself in at all cost with a 
teclinical defence, but he failed, for the 
sin:ple reason that he had no defence on the 
met its. 

The defendant, he said, had suppressed 
from the jury the knowledge of his having 
had two interviews with the police, and it 
was because Dr. McKeogh said that he in- 
tended to bring a libel action against him 
that Dr. Holmes instituted the criminal pro- 
secution. He was afraid, be said, of s libel 
action, but. at the time he admitted he was 
out to trap a blackmailer. 

During that case there was revealed a foul 
and horrible conspiracy and _ revolting 
treachery on the part of Dr. Holmes, who 
got 4 brother medical officer arrested and 
diagged by police before the Courts. While 
he was shaking hands and having a drink 

ith his victim he was laying a plan for his 
rrest, and had marked notes in bis posses- 
sion to hand to him, and then he walked out 
smoking a cigarette as a signal to the police 
that Dr. McKeogh had taken the money. 


JUDGE'S REVIEW. 


Mr. Justice Hanna, charging the jury, 
intimated that the letter from Dr. Holmes to 
Mr. O’Brien Moran, solicitor, contained a 
libel, and no attempt was made to justify the 
statements in that letter. It was for them, 
however, to say. having regard to the rela- 
tions of the parties, if it was written with 
malice or with an indirect or injurious 
motive. As to the issue of malicious prosecu- 
tion, he stated that the prosecutor is the 
person who sets the law in motion, and in 
this instaace the defendant had set the 
magistrate in motion. For the consequences, 
if there is not a full, fair and accurate ais- 
closure, the person making an information is 
responsible, and the intervention of a magis- 
trate would not save him from liability. 


THE VERDICT. 

The jury found for the plaintiff both in 
regard to the issue in respect of libel and of 
malicious prosecution, and they assessed 
damages at £200 in regard to the former and 
£500 in 1egard to the Tater. 

Mr. Justice Hanna gave judgment for the 
plaintiff in the sums mentioned, and granted 
an application of Mr. Maguire for a stay of 
execution.

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Bank Notes. 


The report of the Currency Commission, 
with its information regarding the recent 
issues, reminds me that bank notes are 
not a growth of recent date. The Chinese 
had them in use somewhere about 900 B.C. 
and called them ‘‘convenient money.’’ 
As a matter of fact it is most incon- 
venient to be in need of them. 1 remember 
reading as a boy of an exhibition where 
specimens were given of notes current in 
North America. They were very crude as 
regards paper and print, but this was 
more than counteracted by the notice 
across them in large Jetters, ‘‘It is death 
to imitate this.” In or about the same 
time the Bank of England, during a period 
of forty years, made a profit of over 
£1,330,000 owing to the non-payment of 
notes which were presumed to have been 
lost or destroyed.

In addition, 
Weber’s Clarinet Concerto in E flat was 
played, with Commandant C. Sauerzweig as 
soloist—that was in the afternoon; and at 
night Max Bruch’s ' Kol Nidrei’’ was 
played, with Mrs. Ida Starkie O’Reilly as 
‘cello soloist. 

The orchestra was heard to good advantage 
in the Members’ Hall, the violins being well 
forward, so that we had a sense of the full- 
ness of string tone that is expected from 
the modern symphony orchestra. Colonel 
Fritz Brase conducted; Mr. Joshua Watson 
was in his place as leader; the wind players. 
as usual, were these drawn from the Army 
School of Music. 

Wagner’s ‘‘ Mastersingers ” Overture was 
the work in which the orchestra, at its first 
Philharmonic concert, set the standard of its 
performances, and it was an appropriate 
opening of yesterday’s afternoon programme. 
The happiest feature of the recital, however, 
was the opportunity it gave for a new hear- 
ing of Schubert's ‘‘ Unfinished Symphony ”’ 
as Colonel Brase. interprets it, The Phil. 
harmonic orchestra played the two immortal 
movements at its Schubert Centenary con- 
cert. Yesterday we heard them to better 
effect, and I felt confirmed in my fermer 
opinion that Colonel Brase’s reading of the 
work is a remarkable one. From the measured 
rhythm of the opening bars to the long- 
avoided close of the second movement the 
performance—subtly and amply responsive, 
one felt, to the conductor’s intentions— 
abounded in fresh and convincing nuances. 
That a work so familiar and (one would 
have said) so simple should yield surprises 


and glow with new brightness under his 
illumination .proved more decisively than 
any other effort of Colonel  Lrase’s 


the reach of his imagination and the skill 
with which he persuades an orchestra to 
realise his interpretation. Colonel Brase 
must have approached Schubert’s music with 
marked respect and found it worthy of all 
that he could bring to it. The result, at all 
events, was impressive and distinguished. 
Miss Ina Boyle’s Rhapsody for Orchestra, 
“The Magic Harp,” to which the Dublin 
Philharmonic Society gave a first performance 
last year, was presented again and gave re- 
newed pleasure. Miss Boyle’s work “has the 
distinction of being included in the Carnecie 
Collection. It shows skilful and imaginative 
use of the range .of tone-colours afforded by 
the modern orchestra. The harp part war 
played by Miss Annie Fagan. 

Commandant Sauerzweig, who is first an 
oboe player, but whose playing of any other 
wood-wind instrument is hardly second in 
skill, presented brilliant and enjoyable work 
in the Weber Concerto, one of the standard 
compositions for exhibiting the qualities of 
the clarinet and a player’s mastery of the 
instrument. Commandant Sauerzweig, for- 
tunately, is an artist as well as a competent 
technician; sensibility to the refinements of 
musical expression is always to be noted in 
his playing. i 

The first of Bizet’s “T'Arlesienne " Suites 
was plaved with full appreciation of the 
beauty of detail] in the music. 


At the evening recital Mr. Harold R. 
White’s ‘‘ Autolycus’’ Overture opened the 
programme, and the Svmphony' was 
Tchaikowsky’s ‘‘ Pathétique.’’ Besides the 
“Kol Nidrei” variations for ‘cello and 
orchestra, the procramme inclnded two 
Wagner selections—the Good Fridav Music 
from. ‘‘Parsifal” and the “Riensi” 
Overture. 


The Dublin Philharmonic Orchestra proved 
that the honour given to it by engagement for 
the first recital in the Royal Dublin Society's 
musical season was well deserved. The pro- 
grammes were a fine disnlay of what the 
Orchestra can do. There is a moral to the 
tale: Dublin people, and provincial people. 
too, for that matter, should secure the per. 
manence of this Orchestra by hecoming mem 
bers of the Philharmonic Society.

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


‘’ CONQUEST '. AT THE 
GRAFTON THEATRE. 


There sre plenty of thrills in the film 
“ Conquest,’’ which is being presented at the 
Grafton Theatre this week. It is a fine 
dramatic picture, which has for its back- 
ground the conquest of the Antartic and the 
South Pole by air. Striking scenes are pre- 
sented of the efforts of two aviators to fly 
over the South Pole, and the pictures of the 
vast ice field, with its ice mountains and its 
dangerous storms, convey a wonderful impres- 
sion of the risks and hardships which Antartic 
explorers face in the cause of science. A 
touch of reality is lent by the fact that the 
aeroplane used in the film is the actual mono- 
plane—the Albatross, the largest in the 
United States—which was twice used in an 
attempt to set up endurance flights. The 
wings measure ninety feet, and the machine is 
wonderfully equipped, with enclosed cabin, 
twin seats and radio apparatus. In these 
days of long-distance flying it is immensely 
interesting to see, as in this film, how such 
flights are carried out. 

Apart from the story of the conquest of the 
frozen seas, there is in the picture the story 
of a very human love affair, and man’s 
greatest test, the conquest of self. The two 
aviators who make the Polar flight are boon 
companions, even to the extent of being in 
love with the same woman. She has given 
her affection to one, and her friendship, and, 
with it, the task of looking after her lover, to 
the other. Under the strain of the long flight 
into the unknown the latter's nerves give way 
and his ungovernable jealousy drives him to 
desert his friend when the ’plane crashed. His 
return home, where he is feted and honoured 
and finally married to the woman who mourns 
the death of her lover, add interest to a story 
which moves on to a dramatic denouement. 
There is a particularly strong cast, among 
whom H. B. Warner, of “ Sorrell and Son” 
and “ The Doctor’s Secret,” plays an out- 
standing part. Monte Blue is the other 
aviator, and Lois Wilson plays the part of the

NEW FARCICAL COMEDY AT 
THE ABBEY THEATRE. 


A contingent clause in a will has been the 
most fruitful begetter of farce-comcdy ga 
history of drama. Usually the plot brings 
an author to the verge of melodrama, often it 
pulls him over, but Mr. Bernard Duffy has 
contrived to remain in the safety of farcical 
comedy. If he has nothing very deep or 
nothing that is novel to say, he said it in a 
way that made a large audience laugh 
heartily when ‘‘ Cupboard Love “ was staged 
for the first time at the Abbey Theatre last 


night.

BELFAST, Monday. 


HE autumn session of the Northern 
T Parliament will be’opened to-morrow, 
but very little public interest 1s being 
taken in the event. Lord Craigavon 1s 
at present on holiday in New Zealand, 
and hardly anything has been heard of 
his sojourn in the distant Dominion, but 
his place will be capably filled as leader 
of the House of Commons by Mr. H. M. 
Pollock, Minister for Finance, who has 
the confidence of all his colleagues, not 
even excepting the members of the Opposi- 
ion. 

It is hoped before the session is con- 
cluded that the Prime Minister will be 
back in his place and will give an outline 


of the policy of his Government. His im-

The present political situation in the 
North has a certain amount of piquancy, 
tinged with apprehension, as the hostility 
of the Craigavon Administration to the 
Labour Government in Great Britain 1s 
well known, and some members of the 
Labour Administration have been severely 
criticised by Northern Unionist leaders 
from time to time. It is believed, how- 
ever, that the Socialists across the 
Channel will give generous consideration 
to the claims of the Six Counties in regard 
to social services. 


At first it was thought that the 
session’s business would be light, but 


several important measures will be intro- 
duced, one of which will deal with the 
betting craze in Belfast so far as juveniles 
are concerned. Further regulations are to 
be introduced in connection with dairy 
produce which should have an important 
bearing on the continued success of this 
branch of the agricultural industry. 


A ROYAL CHARTER. 


A couple of weeks ago Mr. Pollock, the 
Minister for Finance, foreshadowed the 
granting of a Royal Charter to the Belfast 
Art Society, with a view of putting if on 
the same plane as the Royal Hibernian 
Academy. As already mentioned in this 
column, several of our most prominent 
artists are of opinion that the province is 
too small for such an institution, and that 
the Hibernian Academy, which has for 
many years been closely associated with 
the North, is sufficient for the needs of 
Irishmen who recognise no border in 
painting and the fine arts generally. As 
a matter of fact, the development of the 
Belfast Society has been due to the intro- 
duction of some forty academicians and 
associates from across the Channel, and 
not to any particular growth of art within 
the city. 

Of course, the School of Drawing and 
Painting in connection with the Muni- 
cipal Technical College is doing notable 
work in its specialised subjects, but its 
students are generally absorbed in busi- 
ness concerns, and there are really very 
few professional native-born artists in the 
Six Counties. Outstanding and distinctive 
are Sir John Lavery and Mr. William 
Conor, and there are some others, but 
the great majority are engaged in various 
professions or commercial pursuits, and 
indulge in painting and sketching in 
water-colours as a pleasant hobby. 


THE CLAIMS OF MUSIC, 


On the other hand, there seems “to be 
ample reason and scope for the establish- 
ment of a Royal Academy of Music in 
Belfast; yet no one has been found to 
raise his voice in its favour. In the 
meantime, the Ulster Society of Profes- 
sional Musicians is: endeavouring to do 
something to meet a popular demand in 
the province for a system of graded certi- 
ficates of proficiency in choral conducting, 
organ playing, the elements of harmony 
and other branches of the art. 
Society has no official standing, but its 
membership includes many distinguished 
Irish musicians whose names would adorn 
the rolls of any college. Perhaps, Mr. 
Pollock would also consider the advisa- 
bility of granting a Royal Charter to this 


Society, which has every claim to 
eminence. 
Within recent years musical culture 


has made remarkable progress in the Six 
Counties. Every town of importance has 
its annual musical festival, and one 
might almost say that a great wave cf 
harmony has rolled across the province. 
English colleges and academies send 
their representatives periodically to Bel- 
fast, where hundreds, even thousands, of 
students are examined in the various 
stages of theory and practice, certificates 
and diplomas being granted to those who 
are successful. The pupils are taught by 
Irish musicians, but are put through their 
musical facings by cross-Channel examin- 
ing boards for British distinctions. 

An overwhelming case could easily be 
made for the establishment of a Royal 
College or Academy of Music for 
Northern Ireland, and it should be 
sympathetically considered by the Govern- 
ment. It would meet with the approval 
of the whole musical community. 


BELFAST WOMEN’S UNION. 


The Belfast Corporation has occasion- 
ally come under the criticism of the 
Belfast Women’s Union, an organisation 
which places common-sense before politics. 
This Society represents the best elements 
of the city in its regard for the promotion 
of social services, and insistence on the 


purity of administration in municipal 
affairs. It also encourages the cultiva- 
tion of international peace, and good- 


fellowship within our own borders, repre- 
sentative women from the South some- 
times addressing its meetings. The long 


and tragic roll of motor accidents within 


the city has caused the me 
concern, and their committee has 
dressed a letter of protest to the Corpora- 
tion against the decision of the we “si 
rejecting the proposed by-law to prohibit 
motor vehicles from passing stationary 
trams on the inside. 

It is pointed out that the danger to 
young and old persons leaving tramcará 
appears to be increasing, and therefore 
the committee urged that the whole ques- 
tion of traffic control should be recon- 
sidered, and that the Police Committee of 
the Corporation should be instructed to 
re-open the subject with regard to the 
safety of the public on the streets in the 
city. | 

The letter was referred to the Police 
Committee, but, as that body has already 
refused to put the clause into operation, 
in consequence of arguments placed 
before it by the local branch of the Royal 
Automobile Club, it is hardly likely that 
there will be any change of heart. Severe 
strictures have been made by the City 
Coroner on the state of affairs, but with- 
out avail. 3 

The community is appalled when an air 
crash occurs, with the loss of a few lives, 
but the death-roll from motor accidents, 
occurring with almost monotonous regu- 
larity from day to day, passes virtually 
unnoticed. It is certainly time that the 
women of the city took a hand in finding 
a remedy. 


A PROGRESSIVE BODY. 


The Belfast Water Commissioners met a 
few days ago for the purpose striking 
the rates for supplies during the coming 
year. ..0 change was made in the exist- 
ing charges, which is specially gratifying 
in view of the enormous expenditure that 
is being daily incurred through the con- 
struction of the great new reservoir in the 
Mourne Mountains. It was intimated at 
the meeting that £250,270 would be re- 
quired to meet the expenditure, and the 
rates struck were as follow :—Two shillings 
in the pound in respect of dwelling-houses

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and buildings partly used as dwelling- 
houses; a public rate of sixpence in the 
pound in respect of all other kinds of 
property, apart from pastoral or agri- 
cultural. lands of two acres and upwards 
in the area, and a public rate of two- 


pence in the pound for pastoral or agri- 
cultural lands of two acres or more. This 
was considered satisfactory, and the Com- 
missioners are to be congratulated on keep- 
ing within their income. 

It is strange to find from the returns 
made to the Board that, notwithstanding 
the insistent cry for more dwellings, there 
are many vacant houses scattered through- 
out the city. To a large extent this is 
probably due to the de-contro] of houses 
with a valuation of £26 to £52, the rents 
of which were considerably increased, 
causing the tenants to seek for smaller 
places of abode. It was stated the other 
day, however, by a responsible authority 
that, owing to the continuance of Govern- 
ment subsidies, there will be plenty of 
moderately-sized houses in the course of a

A DISASTROUS STRIKE 

The, continuance of the joiners’ strike 
is likely to lead to a grave situation in the 
shipbuilding yards.

the outlook cannot be described rosy. 
The high hopes which were expressed for 
an amicable settlement some time ago by 
Mr. Andrews, the Minister of Labour, 
have been dashed, and there is disappoint- 
ment everywhere.

One great fact which emerges from al! 
the negotiations is that the strikezs are 
determined to gain their demands no 
matter how long they may have to fight. 
The thousands of men in the other 
departments who have been thrown out of 
employment because of the dispute are 
quite helpless in the matter, and find their 
only consolation in the “ dole.” The Unem- 
ployment Insurance Fund is being drained 
of thousands of pounds every week, causing 
anxiety in official circles, and in the 
homes of the workers there is much 
privation through reduced incomes. 

The strike has now been in existence for 
nearly six months, but its termination 


seems to be as far off as ever, and very 
great harm is being done to industry. 
The joiners want an increase of three 


shillings per week, which wou!i mean an 
additional cost of about £150 weekly or 
thereabouts to the employers On the 
rights or wrongs of the dispute no opinion 
is offered here, but it seems a pity that 
in times of depression, when there is so 
much distress already in Belfast. some 
way out of the difficulty, satisfactory to 


both sides, cannot be found. 
HANDS ACROSS THE BORDER. 


While some politicians are doing their 
best—or worst—to increase the difficulties 
of the border or to accentuate their im- 
portance, it is refreshing to fit.1 that the 
business communities—North and South— 
are coming together in closer association 
for the purpose of promoting the general 
welfare of Ireland. The Association of

COMPOSER’S NIECE SENDS 
QUERIES. 


An interesting letter has been received, our 
Waterford Correspondent states, by Councillor 
Edward Walsh, Mayor of Waterford, from 
Mrs. Annie Mulligan, a niece of the com- 
poser, William Vincent Wallace, of 
"“ Maritana ’’ fame. 3 

Mrs. Mulligan, who writes from Sydney, 
New South Wales, states that she was 
related to Wallace through his wife, Isabella 


Kelly, of Blackrock, whose sister, Julia 
Kelly, was the writer’s mother. Among 
other questions, she asks which was the 


church in Waterford in which Wallace acted 
as organist when a boy. She mentions that 
Wallace had a sister named Hannah, who 
acquired a considerable reputation in Aus- 
tralia as a singer and a teacher of music. 

She says that Wallace was inspired to 
write the air ‘‘ Alas, those chimes” in 
“ Maritana ” while listening to the bells of 
St. Mary’s Cathedral, Sydney, about 1836. 
The cathedral had not then the full peal it 
has to-day. 

Mrs. Mulligan concludes:—‘‘I am now a 
very old lady of 78, and I have had to get 
my daughter Louise to write this for me. 
Years ago I visited the composer’s son at 
Charterhouse on two occasions, and he told 
me a great deal about his father. My 
daughter Louise is writing the composer's 
life. Could you send me a postcard of the 
statue to him erected at Waterford?’’ The 
statue in ‘question, which it was proposed to 
erect as long ago as 1912 at Waterford,

of the word, the Church must be a visible 
body; a body which could be recognised both 
in its actual operation and in its organisation 
here on earth. There was no appeal against 
the verdict of the mass of men. The situa- 
tion of affairs to-day was such that there 
seemed to be no obvious connection between 
any particular form of church and the 
spiritual affections of that religious body. 
There was no necessary religious attachment 
between organisation in religion and spiritual 
efficacy. It could not be held that a com- 
mynicant was more like Christ than another 
man who was not a constant communicant. 
It should be so, but it was not. There 
were men who did not go to church because, 
they said, it made no difference, with the 
result that, as the Auditor had said, institu- 
tional religion was on trial. Father Kelly 
had rightly said that the real battle was not 
between secularism and religion, but between 
religion and God. As long as that was the 
case, institutional religion was on trial, and 
so they had to act as counsel for the defence. 

IN DISTINCTIVE CAMPS. 

There would be no sense in saying that in 
Ireland there was only one Church. At 
present Christendom was organised in dis- 
tinctive camps, and, perhaps, antagonistic 
camps. Spiritual results did not seem to 
correspond with any particular form of 
Church order. The chief aim at the present 
time was to fine a body which would actually 
correspond with the activities of the Spirit 
of God. The Church had to be the dy 
of Christ. It must be large and various 
enough to count the activities of Christ as 
we see Him tn the world to-day. Institu- 
tional religion was absolutely essential ‘n the 
present stage of Christian development. He 
could not believe that any other form of 
Christianity was going to win the wor'd. 

The Rev. T. A. Harvey, B.D., Professor 
of Pastoral Theology, seconded the motion, 
which, was adopted. 

THE BISHOP OF OSSORY. 

The Bishop of Ossory, proposing “ ‘That 
the College Theological Society is worthy 
of support,” said that the Bishop of 
Ripon, in his speech, referred to the 
fact that men and women were breaking 
away from the Christian Church. The ideals 
which commended themselves to thousands 
of men and women at the present day were 
not the ideals of Christianity. England was, 
to a very great extent, ceasing to be a 
Christian country; and one asked what was 
the cause of all that—what was the cause of 
the failure of the Church to hold men and 
women to-day? He thought that the answer 
could be summed up in four words. le did 
not think that it was unbelief. He did not 
think that there was anything like the amount 
of unbelief at the present das as there was 
thirty years ago. 

The first of the four things which brought 
about the failure of the Church and the 
breach between men and women of the 
Church was formalism. ‘That was the great 
danger—that religion should degenerate into 
formalism. It was a danger for the clergy 
and for the laity. It was so easy for a 
clergyman to get into a groove, to get into 
a way of doing his work as a matter of 
course, and preaching his sermons and visit- 
ing his people as a matter of form. It was 
so easy, too, for the layman to get into a 
groove so that religion was simply a matter 
of going to church on Sundays. The 
outsider looked on and said, ‘‘ What good is 
ihere in going to church? In what way is 
the man that goes to church better than the 
man that stays away?” That was the great 
danger of institutional religion—the inevit- 
able danger—and he thought that this, more 
than anything else, was the cause of the 
break with the Church on the part of so 
iuany men and women.

MR. BLYTHES PLEA FOR 
THE GAELTACHT. 
ssp 
USE OF IRISH IN THE 
PUBLIC SERVICE.

The annual general meeting of the Civil 
Service Gaelic Society was held last night in 
University Coilege, Dublin, under the presi- 
dency of Sean O Cathain, There was a large 
attendance. The proceedings were conducted 
in Trish, 

The Chairman referred to the work of the 
Society during the past year. 
of the Government they had many group 
meetings, and much good work was done for 
the cause of the language. They had lec- 
tures and discussions, and entertainments, 
all of which were very useful and very satis- 
factory. The work of last year would be 
continued this pear, and they hoped that 
better work would be done. They would 
have special nights, when the various classes 
would come together, and a beginning would 
be made next Thursday week. He believed 
that the position of Irish in the different de 
partments of the civil service had greatly 
improved during the past year. The young 
people who were coming into the service had 
a good knowledge of Irish, and, with the aid 
of these classes, they would be able to speak 
Irish within the next two years. Outside of 
a couple of offices, he did not see that,.much 
was being done for the language. Neverthe- 
less he believed that after five or six years 
every officer would be able to reply in Irish 
to every communication they received. There 
was, however, urgent need yet for earnest 
and sincere effort in order to put the language 
in its proper place, and he felt sure that that 
effort would have the co-operation of the 
teachers in the schools. 

MR. BLYTHE AND THE GAELTACHT. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Fimance, said 
that the forces against the language were as 
strong as those that stood for the language, 
and in those circumstances it behoved them 
to do their best and to think out new plans 
for the advancement of the language. It 
was not possible. he said, for anybody to 
understand the position properly unless he 
had a knowledge of Irish and had spent 
some time in the Gaeltacht. It was inpos- 
sible to save the Irish language without 
saving the Gaeltacht and keeping alive the 
language in places in which it was spoken 
by the young children. It was not possible 
to save the Gaeltacht by any work that could 
be done within the Gaeltacht itself. The 
Gaeltacht must be saved, but the people there 
would not be satisfied to hold on to the 
language if they saw that people in other 
parts of the country were determined to hold 
on to English, and, therefore, their duty was 
to revive the language in those parts of the 
country in which it was not usually spoken 


now. 
“We must devise means,” said Mr. 
Blythe, “by which we can give a better 


standard of life to the people of the Gael- 
tacht, and encourage them to hold on to the 
languace.”’ 

If they had a positior six years hence in 
which every teacher had a good knowledge 
of irish, in which each civil servant had a 
good knowledge of the language. it would be 
easy to solve the problen of the language; 
but there was a large number of schools in 
which many of the teachers were unable to 
teach Irish properly, and there were many 
civil servants who had only a slight know- 
ledge of Irish. Very few of them could 
carry on the business of their departments 
in Irish. The nosition in the schools would 
improve before long, but that was not enough. 

“I do not think we will be doing enough 
as a Government,” said Mr. Bivthe, “ until 
all the business done in the State denartments 
is done through Jrish.’’ (Appleuse.) 

ANSWERS IN IRISH. 

Referring to a recent order issued to the 
Civil Service, Mr. Blythe said that order con- 
tained an instruction that when a letter in 
Irish was received in a Government office it 
should be answered in Irish. (Applause.) Ac- 
cording as the number of people in the coun- 
try who understood letters or notices in Irish 
increased it weuld be possible for the Civil 
Service to do more of its work through. the 
medium of Irish. Even at present a great 
many documents, such as licences and other 
forms, were sent out in Irish. Notices which 
they wanted to be understood hy everyhody 
were printed in English, but after a time, 
when they were sure that there was at least 
one person in every household able te read 
Irish, they wonld be able to make much 
more use of Irish in the public service, Ue 
did not believe that the majority of the 
pupils in the schools would hecome Irish 
speakers in a short time, but they could be 
taught to understand Irish and to read it 
As soon as that stage was reached politicians 
and others would be encouraged to speak 
Irish when they were addressing public meet 
ings, and there would be an end of the pre 
sent practice of beginning with a few words 
in Irish, and then turning to English ‘The 
time was coming when a speaker at a public 
meeting in Dublin would feel that the 
majority of his hearers would understand him 
if he spoke in Irish. The first effect of this 
work in the schools would be to make it 
possible for civil servants and politicians and 
newspapers to make more use of Irish. He 
did not think it was possible to give fair 
play to the people of the Gaeltacht unless 
the majority of the people of the Gaeltacht 
knew the langiiage and used it. 

Referring to the forces working against 
Irish, ‘the Minister said that the Irish lan- 
guage was in a weak position, and they 
should make haste if they wished to save it. 
If a language died, nobody could revive it. 
Irish was not near death, and there was ne 
need to be unduly alarmed, but it was half 
dead because it’ was not spoken by the 
parents to the children. There were some 
places where Irish was still snoken by voung 
and old to each other. but the great defen- 
sive barrier of the old Irish speakers who 
could not speak English was disappearing, 
and in a short time there would be no people 
who did not know English. When that 
happened the speaking of Irish would depend 
on the spirit of the people and the work of 
the Government. (Applause.) They should 
do everything they conld to awaken the

UNEMPLOYED 
FOR ADOPTED SON, 


Claims are being made on behalf of a 
fifteen-year-old boy, now working in a 
Sheffield steelworks, that he is the missing 
heir to the fortune of £130,000 left by 
William Emery, a Flemington (New Jersey) 
merchant. 

The boy is Leonard Charles Gray Reed, 
adopted son of Charles Ernest Reed, an 
unemployed man living in Weedon street, 
Sheffield. Mr. Reed tells a remarkable story 
in support of his belief that Leonard is the 
child who was given away by Mr. Emery’s

‘daughter to conceal her marriage to a man 


named Gray, of whom her parents dis- 
epproved. The baby was born in Washington 
and was handed to a woman named Landgral, 
with a request that she should find a home 
for him and never let his identity vecome 
known. 


CIRCUMSTANCES OF ADOPTION. 

If the missing child is not found, the 
fortune will go to his cousin, Mr. Vivian 
Cornelius, who is now living in England, 
Mr. Reed told a Press representative that 
he adopted Leonard in August, 1914. He 
first answered’ an advertisement in a local 
newspaper which gave a box office address. 
A woman who gave the name of Crozier and 
an address at Harpurhey, Manchester, 
brought the baby over and paid Reed £]0. 
She said the child’s name was Leonard 
Charles Gray, and that his parents held a 
high position and were well known in the 
United States. The mother did not want to 
see the child again, said the woman, and 
Reed was given a document renouncing rights 
in the child, and signed “ Alice Gray.”’ 

The clothes which the baby wore were of 
high quality, and its bottle bore the mark 
“Washington, U.S.A.’’ The date of 
birth was stated to be May 20, 1914. Reed 
has letters which he received from the woman 
Crozier, and is certain that his adopted son 
is no ordinary person. “ You can tell at a 
glance that he is a born genfleman,”’ said he. 

The missing child's mother is now dead.

‘The state of many of the school build- 
ings, too, is a great barner to progress, I 
have yet to find any civilised nation in the 
world where the conditions are so primitive. 
Schoo! buildings should at least be snffic:ently 
decent to exert a cultural influence m the 
children for whom they are intended, but 
unfortunately the number for which this could 
be claimed in Ireland is far too small. 

“- Complaints are sometimes heard that the 
standard of education has deteriorated of late, 
and certain papers are making a feature of 
indicting the primary schools. Time does not 
permit me to reply just now. Perhaps, in the 
near future, I may be given an opportunity 
by the Press of expressing my views on the 
subject. 


COMPARISON WITH OTHER COUNTRIES 
‘I have recently had an opportunity of 
studying the work of the primary schools in 
England and Scotland. and at the Educational 
Conference in Geneva last July I exchanged 
views with the representatives of many lands 
and examined the exhibits of the work done in 
their schools, and I have come to the con. 
clusion that the standard achieved in onr own 
schools compares very favourably with most.

THREE ESSENTIALS, 

Mr. Joseph A. McMahon, Senior Inspector 
under the Ministry of Education, who spoke 
a few sentences in Irish, expressed his 
thanks for the honour done him by the 
Club, whose sound views on questions of the 
greatest importance to everyone in this 
country were widely appreciated. He had 
devoted thirty-seven years to the cause of 
primary education, and he asserted that, if 
the view put forward there that day by 
Major Cooper as to the general programme 
of the primary schools, and what they 
should aim at, were carried out, there would 
not have been so many complaints about the 
defects in primary education. Three things 
alone were necessary to get done for the 
Irish child—that was his own opinion, not 
as an Official—nameiy (1), to acquire xnow- 
ledge correctly; (2) to be able to express 
that knowledge in correct language; (5) to 
be proficient in the ordinary calculations of 
life. These three acquirements were the bed- 
1ock of edueation. Instead of sending 
children to big barracks of schools, he would 
send children to a school of not more 
than thirty-five pupils, with a competent 
teacher. Education, he said, could not be 
done on Henry Ford lines. The school 
wherein the boy’s ambition was aroused was 
the best. This country was beginning to look 
up, and the education that was going te 
develop its prosperity was that which fád 
to ite agricultural industry. The biggest blot 
on Irish primary education to-day was the 
neglect to make it ahsolutely essential that 
every boy who was going to engage in faim- 
ing should be as “- equipped as education 
and knowledge could make him.

R. J. H. THOMAS last night gave the House of Commons an out- 


line of his scheme for the relief of unemployment. 


He said that, in the last three months, 


£11,000,000. worth of work 


had been approved, and this provided for approximately 500,000 man- 


months of direct employment. 


Another £10,000,000 worth of work was under examination. 


The Duckman Committee on Railway Development 


had settled 


various schemes. involving a total of £7,000,000, and other schemes 
now under consideration brought the figure up to £20,000,000. 
The road programme included permanent reconstruction which would 


cost nine and a half millions, spread over fifteen years, and 


there was a 


further programme of classified roads, which would cost £28,000,000. 
The total schemes, so far, would cost £42,000,000, but others which 


would cost many more millions were under consideration. 


Sir Laming Worthington Evans said that he doubted the wisdom of 
some of Mr. Thomas's plans. 

Mr. Lloyd George, however, had no doubts. He was positive. He 
said that, since Mr. Thomas came into office, unemployment had in- 


creased by 100,000, and the schemes now outlined would not provide 


work for more than a third of that number

BY WAY OF 


Mr. Thomas began by saying that he 
had to justify the steps he had taken 
during the past three months in carrying 
out the powers conferred upon him by 
Parliament last July.. The Unemploy- 
ment Grants Committee, whose powers he 
had now endowed with greater eiasticity, 
had approved of work at an expenditure 
of £11,000,000, providing for approxi- 
mately . 500,000 man-months’ direct 
employment, apart entirely from indirect 
employment. In- addition, there was 
£10,000,000 worth of work under examina- 
tion. Every water authority ought to be 
alive to dangers we had passed through 
during the past summer. He had 
circularised them all on the subject, and 
included in. the £11,000,000 expenditure 
was provision for a considerable number of 
large water schemes. 

The committee which he set up under 
the chairmanship of, Sir Arthur Duckham 
had passed schemes répresenting.a total 
expenditure of £7,000,000, divided among 


three railway ‘companies—the Great 
Western, the London, Midland and 
Scottish, and the Metropolitan, who 


would undertake works in difierent parts 
of the country. A programms of work 
had also beenesubmitted on behalf. of the 
underground railways, involving an ex- 
penditure of £13,000,000, and ii was now 
under consideration. There were -other 
schemes under review, amounting to 
£7,000,000, so that £7,000,000 worth of 
work had been sanctioned by the com- 
mittee, and £20,000,000 worth was under 
review. He mentioned that in connection 
with the remission of the passenger duty 
railway companies, £7,000,000 
worth of work had been sanctioned by the 
companies,.im addition to the figures he 
had named. His suggestion with regard to 
substitution of steel for wooden sleepers 
had been taker up, and thirteen thousand 
tons of steel sleepers had been ordered in 
tlus country. by ratlway companies. 


SPEEDING UP WORK. 


The Electricity Commission had been 
asked to speed up its work, and schemes 
covering nearly half the -country and 
three-quarters of the populatior were in 
existence, while centracts amounting to 
one and a quarter million pounds had been 
placed since July; the Post. Office was 
spending three-quarters of a million this 
year, and another three-quarters next 
year, on telephone extensions. 

The Minister of Transport had, with 
the assistance of the Road Fund, instituted 
a programme of trunk road reconstruction 
at a cost of nine and a half millions, 
spread over four to five years, and a 
further five years’ programme on classified 
roads at a cost of £28,000,000. Of the 
nine and a half millions, seven and threp- 
quarters had been sanctioned, and under 
the second scheme thirteen and a quarter 
millions had been sanctioned. 

He contended that the Government and 
the municipalities were hampered by the 
present method of acquiring land for im- 
provements, and he indicated that, while 
they would do the best they could under 
existing circumstances, the Government 
proposed during thefpresent session to pass 
legislation that would get over the present 
jifficulties. (Ministeria] cheers.) He hoped 
that a commencement would be made on 
Charing Cross Bridg> before May or June 
next and on Waterloo Bridge before 
Christmas. The Government were also 
endeavouring to put in hand a three 
million pounds scheme for the construc- 


_tion of a Lower Thames tunnel between 


Dartford and Purfleet. The Liverpool 
street Station scheme was not yet com- 


pleted, and the Channel Tunnel Commis- | 


sion’s report would not be out much before 
Christmas. 

Under the Colonial Development Act a 
scheme for a Zambesi bridge had been 
approved, which would provide work in 
this country. 

But, however impressive these schemes 
might be, he did not attach so much im- 
portance to these as a solution of the 
unemployment problem as to a wide exten- 
sion of our export trade. That was where 
they must look for a permanent remedy.

said that we were Canada’s largest single

From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT, 
OTTAWA, Monday. 

After having been missing for about 
seven weeks the eight men who set out i 
an explora mining survey over sub- 
retbrs goer possibilities in North-West 
Canada, have been found on Victoria 
Island, in the Arctic Sea. 

The missing party, led by Colonel 
C. C, H. McAlpine, one of- the most pro- 
minent Canadian mining engineers, and 
including two geologists, the remainder 
being pilots and engineers, left «Baker 
Lake. off the West Coast of Hudson's 
Bay, in two aeroplanes on September 8th 


last. 

SEARCHERS’ DARING FLIGHTS. 

A week after their start, as no report 
had been received from the party, an 
intensive search was organised, and since 
then aeroplanes have been performing 
daring flights over unmapped wastes in 
efforts to locate them. 

The report of their discovery was wire- 
lessed by a Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
steamer at Cambridge Bav. was picked 
up at Bathurst Inlet, and relayed to Port 
Churchill and thence to Ottawa. 

MISSED THEIR COUrfeE. 

The message declares that all the party 
are well and are located in Cambridge 
Bay. This is on the southern shore of 
Victotia Island, within the Arctic Circle, 
which indicates that the party, which 
had started for the mouth of the 
Mackenzie River, had missed their course 
and had been forced down when fuel gave 
out hundreds of miles from their goal. 

No details are yet available, and 
possibly it may be some time before the 
full story is unfolded from the northern 
wilds. 

NEWS FROM A LONE SAILOR. 
OTTAWA, Later. 
The wireless operator at Bathurst Inlet 


the Hudson Bay Company’s station, Fort 
James, on King William Island, where 
one of the company’s steamers is 
stationed, announcing the safe arrival of 
Colonel McAlpine’s party at Cambridge 
Bay after crossing sixty miles of ice on 
Dease Strait. 

Pending the receipt of authoritative 
news, it is presumed that the first inti- 
mation of the discovery of the fliers, as 
transmitted: from Cambridge Bay to Fort 
James, came from Jack McKinnon, of 
Vancouver, the lone occupant of the 
vessel Baymaud. 

RADIO CALL TO ESKIMOS. 

This vessel was planned by Amundsen 
some twenty years ago to be frozen in 
and allowed to float over the North Pole 
in the ice-drift. It has since been locked 
in the ice and is used as a Hudson Bay 
post, 

McKinnon has recently been using a 
wireless set on board and asking the 
Eskimos, many of whom understand 
English, to keep a look-out for the miss- 
ing airmen on Victoria Island. It is 
probable that Colonel McAlpine and his 
party were found by Eskimos and 
escorted over the ice to Cambridge Bay.

A VARIABLE SESSION,

NEW YORK, Monday. 

For the first time since the woeful 
morning of Wednesday, October 23rd, 
when the storm broke, the figures tapped 
out by the ticker reflected the conditions 
round the trading posts on the floor of 
the Exchange. By half-past one the 
ticker was abreast of the market, and the 
tape, which had been yseless for any- 
thing but historical purposes for some 
davs, was watched attentively once more. 

Coupled with the prospect of only nine 
more trading -hours this week, this 
development of the ticker was- greeted 
joyfully as a promise of fine weather for 
Wall street. 

A firm tone developed after the first 
avalanche of selling, but the market 
before the close, although steady, had 
been called upon to absorb a considerable 
amount of selling. 

Scores of leading securities, mostly 
high-priced Industrials, were down 5 to 
10 points, and the final - quotations 
generally found the low~levels of the 
day. Off-setting this, however, were 
gains in some three hundred issues, 
varying from fractions to fourteen dollars 
a share. The total sales amounted to 
6,202,930 shares as compared with more 
than sixteen million last Tuesday.

There were bewildering changes in 
prices, with values reduced by several 
billion dollars. After a downward open- 
ing, the market alternately advanced and 
declined throughout the session, and in 
the last few minutes showed a decline, the 
leading stocks slumping as much as 15 
points. 

This was presumably due to profit- 
taking, while the earlier decline was attri- 
buted to heavy unloadings by the big 
bankers, who last: week supported the 
market, purchasing, according to a Wall 
street rumour, something like five million 
shares.

Once again a French jury has found 
that murder in order to save pain is not 
a crime, In this ease especial interest is 
given to their verdict of acquittal by the 
fact that the person to whom it applies 
is an Englishman. | 

Richard Francis Corbett, the twenty- 
five-year-old son of an English father and 
a French mother, killed his mother on 
May 8th last because the doctors had told 
him that she suffered from incurable 
cancer. 

Corbett was intensely devoted to his 
mother, who was sixty-five years of age, 
and the prospect of her lingering in agony 
was more than he could bear. He shot 
her dead one night while she was in a 
heavy sleep as the result of a soporific 
which he himself administered. Then he 
attempted to take his own life, shooting 
himself in the head, but assistance was 
rapidly summoned and his life was saved. 


PAINFUL SCENES I'! COURT. 

Maitre Brun, who appeared for Corbett, 
took the line that his client was justified 
in putting his mother out of her pain. 
Several witnesses, including a cousin of 
the dead woman, testified to the devotion 
which Corbett always had for his mother. 
Painful scenes were frequently enacted 
during the hearing of the evidence, and 
at one point a juryman was : overcome 
by emotion that he had to retire, and the 
sitting was suspended for twenty minutes. 

Questioned by the Judge, Corbett said 
that his mother had incited him to kill 
her, but had not definitely told him to do 
só. Turning to the jury, he said: 
‘* Science had done all it could, and there 
was no way of avoiding an end in agony. 
I wanted to deliver my mother.” 


A DEVOTED SON. 


Asked whether he regretted his act, 
Corbett. replied: “ I delivered her from

The Marquis of Londonderry, speaking 
as the guest of the Sunderland Chamber

A medical-legal expert gave evidenuc 
that Mrs. Corbett might have lived from 
three to twelve months. The expert added 
that there was no doubt that Corbett in: 
tended to commit suicide, and the wound 
indicated that he escaped death only by 
a miracle. 

Several witnesses testified to Corbett’s 
devotion to his mother. An Abbé described 
Corbett as having ‘‘the highest moral 
sense.” As a Churchman, he said, he con- 
sidered that Corbett was the victim of 2 
false philosophy. 

PROSECUTION’S WARNING. 


The Public Prosecutor warned the jury 
that they must view the case from its 
general applicatiog. Mrs. Corbett, he 
said, could have committed suicide, but did 
not, which showed that she wanted to live. 
He dwelt on the terrible consequences 
which might result if there was no other 
control than that of conscience. In similar 
cases everv son might slay every mother. 
He asked for a penalty of five years’ con- 
finement. 

Maitre Brun made a dramatic plea of 
justification. During his speech Corbett 
broke down and sobbed bitterly, while 
several hysterical women were carried out 
of court and several members of the jury 
wept unashamedly. Maitre Brun pleaded 
that in killing his mother Corbett had 
given proof of supreme courage. Another 
point he made.was that administering 
morphia to people im agony was a slow 
way of killing them, and that Corbett only 
did in one sécond what a doctor would 
have done in three months. 

After retiring the jury called in the 
President of the Court, and asked whether, 
if they returned a verdict of guilty, he 
could guarantee that Corbett would not be 
punished. 

The President replied that he could not. 


ACCUSED MAN RELEASED. 


Corbett was freed from prison this even- 
ing. He-gave an interview to the Press, 
in which he stated that he was perfectly 
satisficd with French justice and with the 
treatment he had received while awaiting 
his trial. 
Regarding the verdict, he said that it 
was more a sympathetic verdict than a 
legal one, and that there were periods 
during. the trial when he thought that 
the legal side: wonld win and that he 
would be condemned. 

He has not. made any definite plans as 

to the future. but is returning to Hyéres 
to-morrow. Later on he will go to 
England and stay with his father’s people 
near London. 
On February 7th, 1925, another French 
Court decidéd that there were circum- 
stances in which it might be permissible 
to take human life. The circumstances 
were almost parallel to the present case, 
a young Polish actress, Mdlle. Uminska, 
having shot dead her’ fiancé, a Polish 
writer named Zysnowski, who was dying 
in agony from cancer. The jury acquitted 
the actress after only a few minutes’ de- 
liberation. 


ESTIMATE OF IRISH 
SUGAR PRODUCTION. 


A LARGE DECREASE, 

FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 
The Union of the German Sugar In- 
dustry has now issued its estimate of the 
European sugar production during the 
1929-50 season, based on the replies to a 
questionnaire circulated early in October. 
The amount of sugar-beet worked up in 
the Irish Free State is placed at 118,000 
tons, being a decrease of 25,000 tons, or 
17.25 per cent., compared with the pre- 
vious season, whilst the sugar production 
is given at 18,000 tons, a decrease of 4,000 
tons, or 17.55 per cent. 

The total European sugar production 
has declined by 291,000 tons, or 5.49 per 
cent., to 5,013,000 tons, the amount of 
sugar-beet worked up being equivalently 
lower at 31,215,000 tons. Germany re- 
mains the largest producer with 1,702,000 
tons, followed by Czecho-Slovakia with 
975,000 tons and Poland. with 790,000 tons.

Lord Londonderry added that he had 
always felt that, a better system of market- 
ing coal could be established. and that 
economies could be effected in various 
ways, though not very lerge ones, when 
wages represented 75 per cent of the 
realised price. They should, however, make 
no mistake that the suggestion of con- 
trolling the output and subsidising export 
coal was one which was surrounded by 
many difficulties and dangers, and that 
political exigencies did not create the best 
atmosphere for discussing and formulating 
plans for the conduct of this vitally im- 
portant industry. 

They welcomed Government help, but 
they resented Government interference. 
He suggested that the Government might 
help by financing new enterprises under 
the Trades Facilities Act. That was of 
infinitely greater value than money spent 
on the ‘dole,’ or even on the roads 
Which, however desirable, yielded no return 
and were only a temporary palliative for 
unemployment.

Lord Parmoor, the chief Government 
spokesman, will have the assistance of 
Lord Passfield, the Secretary of State for 
the Dominions. 

Supporters of the Government deplore 
the fact that what appears to be a serious 
attack on the Government on the question 
of India should be delivered in the House 
of Lords, where the Department of the 
Secretary of State for India is not directly 
represented. 


IN THE COMMONS. 


Mr. Baldwin, in asking for a day for 
a discussion of Indian affairs in the House 
of Commons yesterday, offered the Premier

“THE TWO VOICES,”

CALCUTTA, Monday. 

Under the heading ‘‘ Keeping Cool,’’ the 
Statesman discusses the sifuation which 
has arisen in connection with Lord 
Irwiú's announcement, and especially the 
reaction that seems to have been caused 
in London. The Statesman says:—lIt is 
ridiculous to suggest that there is a single 
syllable in the pronouncement which can 
be interpreted as a pledge that Dominion 
status is imminent. It will come, to use 
the Viceroy’s phrase, in the fullness_of 
time. It can only come when real agree- 
ment has been reached, and a méine 
system has been formed. It is possible 
that the round-table conference can 
devise some such scheme, but it is also 
possible that a solution will not be found 
for ten, twenty, or even thirty years. 

The Nationalist newspaper Liberty, 
says:—We are scarcely justified in 
indulging in ecstasies unless we know 
beforehand the basis on which the con- 
ference will be held. Are wo so sure that 
the British Cabinet wil] take our right of 
self-determination for granted, and that 
the conference will be convened simply 
with a view to adjusting the various 
interests that are in conflict?

MR THOMAS AND THE 
UNEMPLOYED.”

In a leading article The Times of to-day 
observes :—Mr. Thomas has only. himself 
to blame if the reception accorded by the 
House of Commons to his account of his 
efforts to alleviate unemployment was a 
little chilly. Nobody could ever have 
been ‘roused to enthusiasm by the facts 
so far as they were previously known, but 
Mr. Thomas had himself stimulated ex- 
pectations by assertions that he had many 
things “ up his sleeve.”’ : 
To disillusion his audience, as he did 
yesterday—without even preparing them 
by issuing a schedule of his achievements 
in black and white—was unfair to himegelf 
and disappointing to those Socialists who 
depended on him to fulfil some fraction of 
their election promises. -  . 

The real significance of this catalogue 
is not (adds The Times) the meagre total 
of achievement which it represents—for, 
after all, five months is not a very long 
time—but the revelation which it contains 
of Mr. Thomas’s principles in dealing 
with unemployment. He has had no 
special difficulties to face. 


ALL HE ASKED. 
Parliament last July gave him all that 
he asked, and wonld certainly have given 
him more. He himself boasted yesterday 
that he had received the ready co-opera- 
tion of all authorities able to give em- 
ployment.. The only obstacle removable 
by legislation which: he. could find was 
the cost of the acquisition of land for 
roads, and the striking, but irrelevant, 
fact that the increment value oí adjoining 
land remains at present with jis owners. 
He has, therefore, only had to contend 
with the difficulties innate in the problem 
which, he told the electors of Oldham last 
May, would. be solved spending 
money and giving bigger pevsions to old 
people.”’ 

When faced with them himself, he has 
followed, in fact, the principies of his 
predecessors with scrupulous fidelity. They 
spent’ £100,000,000 on relief works in four 
years. Mr. Thomas wil! spend only a 
little more. They inaugurated a policy of 
transferring the unempiowd from dis- 
tressed areas. Mr. Thomas insists on 
maintaining that policy, althongh Mr. 
Clynes declared only last April that 
transferees merely kept local ynemployed 
out of a job.

FERMOY FAIR. 

FERMOY monthly fair was held yester- 
day, and was of medium size, but the de 
mand was good, with an appreciable im- 
provement in prices. Best polly bullocks 
made up to £20 each. Best beet realised 
70s. per cwt., and springing cows fetched 
up to £25 each. All classes of stores met 
with a good selling trade. There was a 
large number of sheep on sale. Best wether 
mutton made ls. per Jb. Store lambs brought 
from 45s. to 50s. each, and all were sold. 


LIMERICK COUNCIL ACCOUNTS. 

At the last meeting of the LIMERICK 
County Council a resolution was adopted 
unanimously, calling on the Free State Loca] 
Government Dept. to have all the accounts 
of public bodies audited every half-year. Mr. 
Mitchell, the proposer, pointed out that sn 
some cases the audit had not taken place for 
years, and irregularities could not be de- 
tected in time for quick prevention. There 
had been no audit of their accounts, he was 
astonished to find, for three years. That was 
a disgrace and a-scandal, and subversive to 
public administration. 


OLD WOMAN’S DEATH. 

At WATERFORD Circuit Court yesterday, 
before Judge Sealy, Francis ‘Templeton, 
Cappoquin, a driver employed by the Anglo- 
American il Company, was charged with the 
manslaughter of an old woman, Catherine 
Fitzsimon, at Cappoquin on August 2 last. 
The evidence for the prosecution showed that 
the old woman was knocked down while the 
defendant was reversing his lorry in Main 
street, Cappoquin. Dr. W. White said that 
the old woman suffered from Parkinson s 
disease, the peculiarity of which was that In 
order to go baa she would have to take 
three or four steps backward. The disease 
was due to affection of the middle brain. 
The Judge said that was hardly a case in 
which the defendant could be accused of gross 
negligence or recklessness, and the jury found 
the defendant not guilty. 


CLAIM FOR DRAINAGE WORK. : 

A claim for £80 was made to the TYRONE 
County Council yesterday by Mr. D. J. 
O'Hara, C.E., for work in connection with 
the Torrent River drainage scheme, and 
Messrs. Dickie and Carson, solicitors, certi- 
fied that the amount was reasonable. It 
was pointed out that Mr. O’Hara was a full- 
time official of the Council when he per- 
formed this work, but that a 2 had given 
him permission to do so. Mr. Leebody said 
that the bulk of the work was carried out 
at a time when Mr. O’Hara was a full-time 
officer. but, at the same time, no other person 
had the same knowledge, or was in a posi- 
tion to supply the information. A show of 
hands was taken, and it was decided to pay 
by nine votes to eight, but when a poll was 
demanded the voting was a tie of ten votes 
each, while the Chairman (Colonel Howard) 
gave his casting vole against payment, which 
was refused. 


ARRAN CREST. 

Mr. Martland, of James Martland, Lid., 
Burscough Bridge (who are probably the 
largest potato growers and agricultura! mer- 
chants in Lancashire), recently visited the 
potato-growing districts in Co. DONEGAL, 
where he has during recent years purchased 
considerable quantities of potatoes for seed 
purposes. On this occasion he was much im- 
pressed with the new immune early variet 
Arran Crest, and purchased one ton at £70 
from Mr. James Algoe, Creeslough. This 
is the bighest price ever paid in Ireland for 
a ton jot of potatoes. Arran Crest was 
raised by Mr. Donald Mackelvie, Lamlash, 
Arran, and was awarded a gold medal after 
extensive trials at Ormskirk in 1928. The 
tubers somewhat resemble Epicure in shape 
ana table quality, but, anlike Epicure, Arran 
Crest is immune to wart disease. It produces 
a good yield, and is ready for digging at 
least a week earlier than Epicure. 


DRUNK IN CHARGE OF MOTOR VAN. 
At KILMAINHAM District Court yester- 
day William Moore, 15 Ashford street, was 
charged by Superintendent Hughes with 
having on October 19 last, driven a motor 
van in a reckless and dangerous manner at 
Finglas, and also with having been druak 
in charge oí the van. Guard Ryan, the 
Dépét. gave evidence of the van colliding 
with a wall. He was under the impression 
that the driver was drunk. In reply to 
Mr. McGonagle, solicitor, who delended, 
witness said that he would not have prose- 
cuted the defendant but for the accident. 
When in the barrack the defendant asked 
that a doctor be sent for, and the sergeant 
sent ior Dr. MeKeever,. who came to the 
ba:rracks about two hours, later, and said 
that defendant was sober. Defendant said 
that he was perfectly sober, but he got a 
skid, as the road was greasy. He only had 
taken three drinks all day. Mr. James 
Tunny said that he was at the scene of the 
accident, and defendant was perfectly sober. 
After a very lengthy hearing, Justice Reddin 
said that, as he already remarked, the period 
from Saturday to Monday produced a large 
number of motor accidents, and ninety-five 
per cent. of them were caused by drink. He 
(the Justice) was convinced that defendant 
was drunk on the occasion. Ou that charge 
he ordered defendant to be imprisoned till 
the rising of the Court. For reckless driving 
he imposed a fine of £5, the conviction to be 
recorded on the licence and the licence sus-

Sin,—'l'Rhirty years ago the coastal approach 
to Howth lay along a narrow roadway, 
bordered by #airview sloblands (now re- 
ciaimed and m process of becoming a fine public 
park alongside a wide public highway), a 
arrow, sea road, looking on a-repesient Jore- 
shore at Clontarf (which unfortunately still 
reinains), and the swamp whieh still adjoins 
the foreshore from Doilymount to.

Seeing these things, and realising that they 
shculd, and coud, be remedied, & cMail 
group of Clontarf citizens--vf which the 
writer of this letter was a member-~cun- 
ceived the idea and considered the details of 
a unified scheme of coastal iniprovement, of 
which the principal features were the 1e- 
clamation of Fairview sloblands, tie construc- 
tion of a causeway between Clontari sea- 
road and the foreshore, and the impounding 
of a marine lake between the Bull and the 
shore road from Dollymount to Sutton. ‘Lo- 
day the first feature is reaching a much 
deiayed completion; the second, for some 
inexplicable reason, has been partially de- 
veleped and is now suspended; and the third 
—ithe marine lake—las become the subject of 
official examination.
